They fear the bears 
will •■honey" around (heir little pets 
and chase them out of house and 
home. 

Six black bears were tnrned 
loose at Crystal Lake a few days 
ago by officials of the State Fish 
and Came Commission. Yes- 
terday six more were released 
here and more are to follow. 
Bee owners declare they have 
stands of bees working all over the 
mountains and many in the foot- 
hills. When bears scent honey 
they'll Just naturally wreck any- 
thing in their way get it. 

The bee owners know just what 
Is likely to happen when a bear 
"gets the hives." Bruin will do so 
much scratching that the bees will 
soon be only a sweet memory. 
The State Fish and Game 
Commission is stocking the 
Southland mountains with black 
bear from the Yosemlte conn- 
try, where they are more than 
plentiful. Bears used to roam 
this area — many of them. In 
fact. Bear Valley was the habi- 
tat for many years of ferocious 
grizzlies. 

When the bears were turned loose 
here yesterday Ernest W. Ritter had 
his motion-picture camera set up 
to get some pictures. One bear 
leaped from the open door of its 
cage, charged at the camera and 
when within a dozen fee: of it, sud- 
denly sat down and quietly studied 
the strange contraption, allowing 
plenty of time for a picture before 
it scampered off into the woods.
